Remark 

Applicants respectfully request reconsideration of this application as amended. 
Claims 1,11 and 16 have been amended. Claims 3, 8, 13 and 17 have been cancelled. 
Therefore, claims 1-2. 4-7. 9-12, 14-16 and 17-25 are present for examination.

Applicants thank the Examiner for the helpful clarification offered in the 
Response to Arguments. Applicants also thank the Examiner for the non-finality of the 
current action. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 3, 6, 13-15, 17, 22, 24 and 25 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowed if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The limitations of Claim 3 are incorporated into Claims 1,11, and 16. 

Accordingly, these claims and the claims which depend thereon are believed to be 
allowable as well. 

Claim 23 is allowed and remains in the application. Claims 24 and 25 were 
indicated as allowable, if amended to incorporate Claim 23, however, since Claim 23 is 
allowed, Applicants respectfully submit that Claims 24 and 25, which depend thereon, 
are also allowable without further amendment.

Applicants respectfully submit that the rejections have been overcome by the 
amendment and remark, and that the claims as amended are now in condition for 
allowance. Accordingly, Applicants respectfully request the rejections be withdrawn and 
the claims as amended be allowed.
